‘GERMAN ARMIES 


FORCED 


TO RETIRE FROM FRANCE 
WITH ALLIES IN PURSUTT 


The retirement of the German armies 
virtually all along the line in France 
continues, according to French official 
reports, and advices from Switzerland 
describe the profound impression the 
news of the German retreat has cre- 
ated ‘along the Swiss-German frontter 
and in various parts of Germany. 

Already the German forces have 
been pushed back by the allied armies 
at some points for a distance of sixty 
miles or more, and the French have 
succeeded in  reoccupying various 
towns which they evacuated two weeks 
ago, ar 
The Belgians have taken the offens- 
ive and are reported to have cut the 
German line of communication, forc- 
ing them to use the line through the 
Meuse valley and Luxemburg, 

The Senate and Assembly of the 
Union of South Africa have pledged 
allegiance to the empire and have ap- 
proved -the- action Great Britain has 
taken, “in defense of the principles of 
liberty and justice and of the integ- 
rity and sanctity of the international 
obligations.” 

Russian official advices describe the 
operations in Russian Poland culmi- 
nating in the victories of Krasnik and 
Tamaszow. One million men were en- 
gaged on the Austrian and German 
side and for six days the Russians re- 
mained on the defensive, finally un- 
dertaking a general offensive move- 
ment by reason of the successes of 
General Ruszky and General Brussil- 
off. Servian troops have crossed the 
river Save, and an official statement 
issued at Nish describes large Austrian 


losses in the early fighting. Servia ap-! 


parently is preparing to undertake fur- 
ther active offensive operations. 

From Berlin come very brief reports. 
General von Stein has Issued a state- 
ment. describing “theagerly the opera- 
tions to the east of Paris and telling 
of heavy losses on both sides. The 
statement adds that the army com- 
manded by Crown Prince Frederick 
William has been bombarding with 
heavy artillery the forts south of Ver- 
dun since Wednesday. 

In the engagement between British 
and (Germans in Nyassaland, British 
Central Africa, the.Germans,aceerd- 
ing to the British official press 
bureau, were driven back to the 
River Songwe, which is part of the 
frontier between the British and Ger 
man protectorates. 


VICTORY 1S COMPLETE 
SAYS GENERAL JOFFRE 


Bordeaux (France).—The Minister of 
War, Alexandre Millerand, communi- 
cated to the Cabinet the following tele- 
gram, which he had received from 
General Joffre, commander in chief of 
the French forces: 

“Our victory is confirmed as more 
and more complete. Everywhere the 
enemy is in retreat. Everywhere the 
zyermans are abandoning prisoners, 
wounded and munitions of war. 

“After heroic efforts on the part of 
our troops during this formidable 
struggle, which lasted all last week, 
our arms are flushed by success, and 
executing a pursult unexampled for its 
extent, 

“On our left we have crossed the 
Aisne, below Soissons, thus gaining 
100 kilometers (about sixty-five miles) 
in six days’ fighting. 

“Our armies of the center are al- 
ready north of Marne, while those of 
Lorraine and the Vasges are arriving 
on the frontier, 

“The morale, endurance and ardor 
of our troops and those of our allies 
are admirable. The pursuit will be 
continued with all our energy. The 
Government of the republic may well 
be proud of the army which it has 
equipped, Joffre.” 


GERMAN PEOPLE DEMAND 
TRUTHFUL NEWS OF WAR 


Geneva (Switzerland, via Paris).— 
News of the German retreat, despite 
every precaution, has passed through 
Switzerland to the north and _ has 
caused profound depression in Ger- 
many, after, 80 Many announced victor- 
ies, 

According to advices received here, 
people have gathered in the streets in 
various German towns, shouting: 
“Tell us the truth! Give us the news!” 

The newspaper offices at Munich 
have been closed, as disorders are 
feared. 

It is also reported that the news 
of the steady retirement of the Ger- 
mans in France has trickled into Ber- 
lin and benumbed the people. 

Along the Swiss-German frontier, 
the full extent of the German retreat 
is known. People are crying: “If the 
French have beaten us, what will the 
Russians do?” 


No Peace in Sight 


Washington.—That Great Britain is

GREAT BRITAIN 10 RAISE 
ARMY OF 1,400,000 MEN 


Londen.— Premier Asquith asked 
Parliament to add another 500,000 
men of all ranks to the regular army. 

The .supplementary estimates, is- 
sued in the form of a White Paper, 
asking Parliament to vote this in- 
crease, say it represents the probable 
excess beyond the similar increase 
voted August 5th, which will be re- 
quired for the army service. This will 
bring the total of all ranks in the 
army to 1,400,000 men, a figure un- 
precedented for Great Britain. 


Germans Admit Reverses 


“The first official admission on the 
German side of success by the allies,” 
says a Central News dispatch from 
Amsterdam, “appears in official com- 
munications issued in Berlin. Gen- 
eral von Stein announces that the 
German army, which had advanced 
across the Marne to the east of Paris, 
was heavily attacked by the enemy 
between Paris, Meaux and Montmiraii. 

“The fighting lasted two days. The 
German army had checked the enemy 
and had itself advanced, but stronger 
hostile columns came to the assist- 
ance of the allies and the enemy won 
the battle, compelling the German 
troops to retire. Kifty guns were cap- 
tured by the allies and some thou- 
sands of men made prisoners. 

“To the west of Verdun fighting 
continues. The situation in Lorraine 
and the Vosges is unchanged. The 
battle In Eastern Prussia has been 
resumed.” 


London.—The crucial battle of the 
war in France has not vet reached 
any. dssisive Field. Marshal 
Sir John Reena cornmanider of the 
British forces, reported that the Ger- 
mans had been driven back all along 
the line; that the British had crossed 
the river Marne; that the Germans 
had suffered severely and that their 
men were supposed to be in a very 
exhausted condition. 

Notwithstanding this report, the 
military experts do not rush to sweep- 
ing conclusions. The military writers 
in the London papers report that 
from the conservative terms of the 
French official statement it is too 
early to anticipate the result of a 
battle extending over a front of nearly 
a hundred miles. 

Three million men is the number 
estimated to be engaged actively and 
as Feserves, and three great battles 
at least are in progress. 

Probably the fiercest struggle is 
against the French center, between 
Rheims and Verdun, while the British 
army is contesting the second hard 
fought engagement against the Ger- 
man right. The Germans are believed 
to be still attacking the French right, 
from Verdun to Nancy. 

Lesser fighting is in progress in 
Alsace, from which province the Ger- 
mans appear to have drawn away part 
of their army and the French are tak- 
ing advantage of this opening. 

The great battle may continue for 
days, wheh it is remembered that 
smaller operations in Manchuria, in 
which hundreds of thousands only 
were concerned, lasted only a _ fort- 
night. 

The German western armies have 
been fighting almost continuously for 
twenty-five days and, until the last 
phase of the campaign, on the offen- 
sive. Field Marshal French’s view 
that they are becoming exhausted 
finds ready credence among the mil- 
itary experts here. 

From Holland comes the news that 
60,000 German reinforcements are 


since September 9th German re-en- 


marching south, These troops may 
have an effect upon the tide of battle, 


but there is reason to believe the 
allied armies also are receiving 
a  counter-balancing accession of 
strength. 


GERMANS IN BELGIUM 
HARASSED BY ENEMY 


Paris—A dispatch to the Havas 
Agency from Antwerp gives the fol- 
lowing official communication: 

“fhe Belgian army has reoccupied 
Termonde and nearly all of East Flan- 
ders as well as the provinces of Ant- 
werp and Limburg are free from the 
enemy. The operations resumed by our 
army at Antwerp are progressing sat- 
isfactorily. The Germans are suffering 
important losses, principally from our 
heavy field artillery, which is doing 
remarkable service. 

“The Belgian victory at Cortenberg 
is very important, as the German army 
occupying Belgium has been cut in two 
sections as a result of it. The victory 
was due in great part to artillery of 
heavy caliber, which was used for the 
first time there. 

“Fierce fighting continued southéast 
of Antwerp. To the left our division 
was obliged to give way before the 
enemy’s offensive. In the center and 
on the right wing we made good pro 
ress.”

CROP FORECAST SHOWS 
SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE 


Bounteous Harvests Promised 
All Over the Golden State 


San Francisco.—That California will 
enjoy “bumper” crops this year in 
every product raised in the state are 
the indications of the Bureau of Crop 
Estimates. Estimates made Septem- 
ber ist indicate increases over the 
final harvests of 1913 in almost every 
product. 

The bureau forecasts that Califor- 
nia’s corn crop this year will amount 
to 2,290,000 bushels, or a _ 500,000 
bushel fiaereabs over 1913. The oat 
crop, estimated at 8,210,000 bushels, 
shows an increase of about 600,000. 
The forecast of a 10,000,000 bushel 
potato crop is 2,000,000 above that of 
last year. The rice yield has increas- 
ed almost 300 per cent, the forecast 
being for 800,000 bushels this year as 
against 293,000 last year. Hay will 
increase by 1,640,00 tons over last 
year. 


CARAVELI AGAIN DESTROYED 
BY TREMENDOUS TEMBLOR 


T.ima (Pern).—News hag reached}: 
here that a tremendous earthquake has| 
destroyed the town-of Caravell, in the 
department of Afequipa, The report 
says the people are in a panic, but no 
mention is made of loss of lives. 

Caraveli is a town of about 4,000 
inhabintants, 130 mileg northwest of 
the port of Mollenda. Early in August, 
a year ago, the place was wrecked by 
an earthquake, but has since been re- 
built. The district in which Caraveli 
is located is subject to frequent earth- 
quakes. e 
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forcements numbering 60,000 have been 
moving toward Lille by way of Renaix, 
Belgium. 

The dispatch adds that German 
troops who have been waiting at Beir- 
legem to receive the war impost levied 
on the city of Ghent also have been 
sent to the French frontier. 

Germans have been seen laying 
mines under Belgian roads which the 
allies may take while following the 
retreating German torces. 

An Ostend dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Company says: ‘The Bel- 
gian troops have just gained an impor- 
tant success at Cortenberg, between 
Louvain and Brussels, cutting up a 
German corps and taking a number of 
prisoners. The line toward Liege has 
been occupied by the Belgians.” 


AUSTRIAN RETREAT BECOMES 
ROUT OF PANIC-STRICKEN 


London--A Reuter dispatch from Pe- 
trograd says that after the recent fight- 
ing with the Austrian left ‘wing, the 
enemy’s rear fled in such panic that 
regiments became inextricably mixed 
and blocked the roads and bridges. 

Those furthest behind resorted to the 
strength of their arms to force their 
way through the men ahead of them. 

The roads were littered with over- 
turned carts and the harness of the 
transports, the horses evidently having 
been used as mounts by the men in 
retreat. 

Many Russian hospitals, the corres- 
pondent continues, harbors more Aus- 
trian wounded than Russian. 


BOY SCOUT, KEEN AS SAVAGE, 
HONORED BY KING ALBERT 


Paris--The hero of. Belgium today is 
the boy scout, Leysen, who has been 
decorated by King Albert.

better work and more of it if they see 
it is recognized and approved, no- 
ticed, admired, hy the outside world, 
the public that reads the papers. 
Some school teachers get into a 
curiously marrow’ mental attitude 
about it.
